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Commissioner  Kirk  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:30  p.m. 

1.  Planning  for  Music  Day,  June  21, 1994 

Eleanor  Beaton  discussed  involving  the  cultural  centers  in  programming  for 
stages  in  neighborhood  parks.  (Extending  programming  into  the  neighborhoods 
is  a  goal  of  the  Art  Commission's  sponsorship  of  Music  Day.)  Some  of  the  parks 
under  consideration  include  Dolores  Park  (Mission),  Bayview  Park  or  Hilltop 
Park  (Bayview),  6th  and  Folsom  Rec  Center  (SOM AR),  and  Alamo  Square 
(CAAAAC).  The  feedback  from  the  centers  was  generally  positive  after  an 
initial  discussion  with  them.  There  is  the  desire  to  invoive'' community 
organizations  in  promoting  the  event  in  the  neighborhoods  through 
announcements  at  neighborhood  meetings,  flyers,  etc. 

The  Commission  has  essentially  two  options  in  planning  for  the  event:  1)  to  let 
each  center  host  an  event/ have  a  stage  in  its  neighborhood  or  2)  to  let  the  Music 
Day  organizers  set  up  and  program  stages  in  the  neighborhood  parks. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Goethe  Institute  will  provide  the  stages  and  sound  for  two 
of  the  locations  as  part  of  the  Art  Commission's  sponsorship.  The  additional 
stages  would  be  provided  by  either  the  organizers  or,  possibly,  SOMAR  and  the 
cost  assumed  by  the  Commission. 

2.  Designating  Pops  Concert  Advisory  Group 

Commissioners  Kirk  and  LaRocca  named  themselves  to  serve,  with  two 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Symphony,  on  the  Pops  Concert 
Advisory  Group. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:30  pm.

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1.  Discussion  regarding  San  Francisco  Symphony  proposal  forthe  1997 
Summer  Concert  Series. 


Peter  Pastreich  along  with  members  of  his  staff;  John  Kieser,  Greg 
Gleasner,  Patty  Gessnerwere  present  to  discuss  the  Symphony's  proposal 
regarding  the  1997  Pops  series.  Peter  Pastreich  presented  the  proposal  and  the 
idea  to  change  the  series  from  a  predominately  Pops  program  to  a  broader  program 
called  "Summer  in  the  City"  with  Michael  Tilson  Thomas  conducting  both  the 
opening  night  concert  and  the  free  outdoor  concert.  The  three  series  proposed  are: 
Thursday  evenings,  The  Best  of  the  Classics,  Friday  evenings,  Broadway, 
Hollywood,  and  the  Circus,  and  the  Saturday  series,  Divas  and  all  that  Jazz.  The 
outdoor  concert  would  be  held  on  July  4th  weekend  either  Saturday,  July  5th  or 
Sunday,  July  6th  at  either  Stern  Grove  or  Sharon  Meadow  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  Mr. 
Pastreich  also  explained  that  the  Symphony  had  investigated  the  possibility  of 
returning  to  Civic  Auditorium  and  had  hired  Tom  Mendenhall,  an  event  management 
consultant  to  analyze  the  feasibility  of  returning  to  Civic.  He  recommended  Davies 
as  the  more  economical  choice,  estimating  that  the  costs  in  Civic  would  almost 
double  what  it  would  cost  to  produce  the  series  in  Davies.  Mr.  Pastreich  also 
explained  that  many  guests  artists  expressed  a  preference  for  Davies  and  many  said 
that  they  would  not  perform  in  Civic  due  to  the  inferior  acoustics. 

Commissioner  Kirk  thanked  the  Symphony  for  their  thoughtful  proposal  but 
expressed  his  reservations  about  a  number  of  aspects.  He  expressed  the 
Commission's  overall  disappointment  with  last  year's  Pops  series  especially  in 
regards  to  the  lack  of  diversity.  In  assessing  the  Symphony's  current  proposal  he  did 
not  see  much  improvement  regarding  diversity  and  felt  that  the  program  was  very 
similar  to  previous  years.  He  didn't  think  that  this  type  of  program  would  attract  a 
different  audience  to  the  Pops.  He  was  also  concerned  that  there  was  no  mention  of 
free  concerts  at  the  Cultural  Centers.  Commissioner  Lisac  agreed  and  was  also  very 
concerned  with  building  different  audiences  through  diverse  programs.  Mr.  Pastriech 
responded  that  their  approach  to  diversity  would  include  particular  guest  artists  such 
as  Betty  Buckley,  George  Benson  and  Gladys  Knight.  In  regards  to  the  Cultural 
Centers,  Mr.  Pastreich  was  concerned  with  problems  with  CAAAC  last  year.  Mr. 
Kieser  talked  about  the  success  of  the  concert  at  the  Chinese  Community  Art  Center 
and  that  the  Symphony  would  be  willing  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  similar  concerts 
only  at  those  Cultural  Centers  that  were  really  interested.  Commissioner  Kirk  asked 
the  Symphony  to  pursue  artists  who  could  have  charts  written  to  work  with  the  SFS. 
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The  Commissioners  requested  that  the  Symphony  return  in  mid-March  when 
the  program  is  more  finalized.  The  Commissioners  agreed  to  return  to  Davies  based 
on  the  Symphony's  recommendations  and  had  no  particular  preference  of  Stern 
Grove  or  Sharon  Meadows  for  the  venue  of  the  free  concert,  or  whether  it  occurred 
on  Saturday  or  Sunday.  The  Symphony  currently  has  a  hold  on  Sharon  Meadow  for 
July  5th. 

Commissioner  Lisac  would  like  the  Symphony  to  investigate  the  Presidio  for 
future  years  as  a  site  for  the  free  concert. 

2.  Discussion  regarding  Making  Waves,  Music  Day  1997. 

Toni  Haftner,  coordinator  for  Making  Waves  discussed  a  number  of  ideas 
that  she  is  considering  regarding  this  year's  Making  Waves  festival  and  asked  for 
Commissioner  input.  She  discussed  the  idea  of  closing  Market  Street  to  traffic  and 
promoting  a  day  without  cars.  Rich  Newirth  discussed  the  bureaucratic  complexity 
and  probable  high  cost  of  such  a  proposal,  though  considered  it  an  idea  worth 
pursuing.  Commissioner  Lisac  suggested  that  since  the  San  Francisco  Bike 
Coalition  suggested  the  idea  that  she  ask  them  to  see  if  they  could  make  it  happen. 
Ms.  Haftner  explained  that  she  was  not  having  much  success  convincing  Gannett  to 
make  advertising  space  available  for  Making  Waves.  Nancy  Gonchar  said  that  she 
would  approach  Lew  Lillian  from  Gannett.  The  revised  budget  presented  by  Ms. 
Haftner  was  discussed  and  the  Commissioners  expressed  concern  about  the 
increase  of  $13,114.  Ms.  Haftner  explained  that  the  additional  amount  includes 
expenses  for  items  that  we  donated  last  year  and  might  not  be  available  through 
donations  this  year.  The  Commission  will  assess  the  funding  situation  and  determine 
with  Ms.  Haftner  a  realistic  budget  as  soon  as  possible.  The  San  Francisco 
Foundation  and  the  Osher  Foundation  will  be  approached  regarding  possible  funding 
of  Making  Waves.  Ms.  Haftner  also  reported  on  her  idea  to  construct  small  stages 
that  could  be  stored  for  future  festivals  using  recycled  building  materials  from 
Building  Resources.  The  stages  will  be  constructed  by  city  youth  with  the 
supervision  of  local  artists  and  carpenters.  Ms.  Haftner  will  apply  for  a  grant  of 
$5,000  to  Materials  for  the  Future  to  fund  this  project.  The  Commissioners  thought 
that  this  was  a  great  idea. 

Nancy  Gonchar  reported  that  she  is  working  on  a  contract  with  World  Arts 
West  who  will  serve  as  the  fiscal  sponsor  for  Making  Waves.  She  will  also  contact 
John  Kreidler  regarding  possible  funding  for  the  festival.

Commissioner  Kirk  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3:35  p.m. 

1.  Presentation  by  Emil  de  Cou,  1995  Principal  POPS  Conductor  and  John 
Kieser,  Symphony  Operations  Director 

•     Review  of  the  upcoming  season  and  program  for  the  free  Presidio  Concert 
Emil  de  Cou,  Principal  Conductor  of  the  1995  POPS  series,  distributed  a  handout 
of  his  programming  choices  for  the  concerts  he  will  conduct  this  year.  Opening 
night,  a  Gershwin  Gala,  will  include  some  premieres  of  music  never  before 
performed  by  a  major  symphony  orchestra.  Many  local  musicians  will  be 
highlighted,  including,  guest  performances  by  the  San  Francisco  Saxophone 
Quartet  and  Dance  Through  Time.  The  first  half  of  the  Bernadette  Peters  concert 
will  focus  on  music  from  the  1920s.  Bernstein  on  Broadway  will  be  a  musical 
revue  featuring  10  Bay  Area  singers  selected  by  open  audition.  Symphonic 
Night  at  the  Movies  will  feature  music  from  American  film  composers,  A 
Chanticleer  Premiere  will  mark  the  first  time  that  the  group  has  appeared  with  a 
symphony  orchestra.  The  concert  will  have  a  late  night  feel,  with  the  first  half 
programming  being  of  a  classical  nature  and  the  second  half  having  more  of  a 
blues/jazz  feel.  Tchaikovsky  Night  will  feature  the  San  Francisco  Gay  Men's 
Chorus.  This  will  mark  the  first  time  that  a  gay  chorus  has  appeared  with  a 
major  orchestra  in  the  United  States. 

John  Kieser  then  summarized  the  other  Da  vies  1  lall  programs.  Michael 
Feinstein  and  Weslia  Whitfield  will  appear  again  this  year,  after  a  sold  out 
concert  last  year.  Rodgers  anil  I  lanunerslein  Night,  conducted  by  Vance 
George,  will  feature  a  new  repertoire  from  previous  years  and  will  include  an 
audience  sing-along  portion.  Peter  Nero,  appearing  again  this  year,  will  offer 
more  traditional  POM'S  fare.  In  addition,  three  stand  alone  concerts,  without  the 
orchestra,  will  be  held:  Chuck  Mangione,  Los  Lobos,  and  Gregory  Mines. 

Mr.  de  Cou  then  presented  his  programming  choices  for  the  free  July  23  Presidio 
concert,  sponsored  by  the  Art  Commission.  1  le  noted  that  this  would  be  the  first 
lime  that  a  major  arts  organization  would  be  performing  at  the  site.  The  musical 
selections  were  made  with  the  thought  of  acknowledging  the  Presidio  as  a 
former  army  base  anil  paying  tribute  to  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  end  of  the 
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second  World  War.  Commissioner  Nakajo  noted  that  this  was  a  matter  of 
sensitivity  to  the  Japanese-American  community. 

Mr.  Kieser  asked  the  Commissioners  for  approval  of  the  Presidio  concert 
program.  This  was  given  by  Commissioner  Kirk. 

Commissioner  Kirk  stated  that  it  was  important  to  get  the  word  about  the  free 
concerts  out  to  the  neighborhoods  in  the  City.  Commissioner  Keeler  suggested 
that  a  simple  poster  announcing,  the  event  could  be  widely  distributed. 

2.  Discussion  about  the  role  and  future  activities  of  the  Performing  Arts 
Committee 

Discussion  on  this  item  was  deferred  to  the  next  meeting  for  lack  of  time. 

3.  Background  history  discussion  about  the  Music/Performing  Arts 
Committee  and  the  collaboration  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  and 
San  Francisco  Symphony  in  presenting  the  POPS  concert  series 
Assistant  Director  Newirlh  distributed  some  background  materials  about  the 
POPS  and  provided  an  overview  of  the  history  of  the  collaboration  between  the 
Art  Commission  ami  San  Francisco  Symphony  in  presenting  the  series.  It  was 
noted  that  the  current  arrangement  with  the  Symphony  (presenting  the  series  in 
Davies  1  lall)  was  a  result  of  the  need  to  use  for  a  different  location  for  the  POPS 
during  the  two  years  that  bill  Graham  Civic  Auditorium  would  be  undergoing  a 
seismic  upgrade.  Commissioner  Kirk  remarked  that  most  of  the  feedback  he  had 
received  was  that  the  public  would  prefer  a  return  to  Civic  Auditorium  next 
year.  It  was  decided  lh.it  further  discussion  on  this  item  would  take  place  at  a 
future  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:30  p.m.

Commissioner  Kirk  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:10  p.m. 

Commissioner  Kirk  summarized  the  previous  Performing  Arts  Committee 
meeting  with  San  Francisco  Symphony  staff.  The  symphony  staff  was  leaning 
towards  Davies  rather  than  Civic  Auditorium.  Commissioner  Kirk  urged  the 
committee  to  consider  the  pros  and  cons  of  Davies  vs.  Civic  in  making  the  final 
decision  as  to  where  the  1996  POPS  series  would  be  performed. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Rich  Newirth  provided  background  and  history  of 
the  relationship  between  the  Art  Commission  and  SF  Symphony  regarding  the 
POPS  series.  The  POPS  concerts  have  typically  been  held  at  the  Civic  until  1993 
when  Civic  was  closed  for  retrofitting.  At  that  time  we  agreed  to  move  to  Davies 
and  to  evaluate  the  series  after  two  years.  A  few  other  changes  were  also  made 
during  this  period;  the  Symphony  was  responsible  for  all  prograrnming 
decisions  (previously  decisions  had  been  made  by  consensus).  The  financial 
arrangements  between  the  two  organizations  were  revised.  This  resulted  in  an 
improved  working  relationship  between  the  two  organizations.  A  key  part  of 
the  agreement  was  a  free  concert  to  make  the  POPS  accessible  to  a  wider 
audience.  The  first  concert  was  held  in  Golden  Gate  Park  and  wasn't  very 
successful.  Last  year's  concert  was  at  the  Presidio  was  a  great  success. 

Commissioner  Kirk  noted  that  perhaps  the  free  concert  actually  reached  a  more 
diverse  and  larger  audience  than  all  the  other  concerts  combined. 

Director  Newirth  continued  his  report.  The  Symphony  found  that  the  audience 
was  younger  than  previously,  though  they  did  lose  some  elderly  and  low- 
income  patrons.  In  Newirth's  meeting  with  Peter  Pastreich,  Executive  Director 
of  the  Symphony,  Pastreich  explained  that  the  Symphony  staff  was  split  between 
Civic  and  Davies,  with  a  small  majority  for  Davies.  He  presented  a  financial 
comparison  of  the  POPS  series  at  both  Civic  and  Davies.  Less  profit  would  be 
realized  at  Civic  for  a  number  of  reasons,  chief  among  them  is  that  the  rent  for 
Civic  exceeds  $100,000.  Additional  expenses  include  moving  and  setting  up  a 
sound  system  for  each  concert.  Concerts  in  Davies  save  both  these  costs.  Civic 
seats  6000  and  Davies  seats  2700.  In  response  to  Newirth's  question  regarding 
the  feasibility  of  selling  more  tickets  at  Civic,  Pastreich  responded  that  the 
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largest  audience  that  they  could  expect  was  3,000.  Though  the  ticket  structure 
was  lower  the  net  profit  was  still  higher  at  Davies. 

Commissioner  Kirk  noted  that  we  never  filled  Civic,  and  that  he  had  mixed 
feelings  about  moving  to  Davies. 

Newirth  said  that  in  speaking  with  the  Symphony  staff  it  was  clear  that  they 
wanted  the  POPS  to  be  profitable.  Pastreich  was  concerned  about  the  bottom 
line  and  if  we  moved  the  POPS  back  to  Civic  they  could  not  provide  a  free 
concert.  In  negotiating  with  Pastreich,  Newirth  explained  that  the  Art 
Commission's  concerns  included  a  free  concert  and  lower  priced  tickets  intended 
to  address  diverse  audiences  and  community  needs.  Newirth  suggested  other 
ways  to  reach  a  more  diverse  audience  such  as,  a  free  concert  at  Stern  Grove  and 
free  concerts  at  each  of  the  cultural  centers.  Pastreich  replied  with  the  attached 
proposal. 

Commissioner  Keeler  would  like  the  Commission  to  consider  allocating  a 
portion  of  the  POPS  proceeds  to  support  dance  and  theater. 

Commissioner  Kirk  expressed  support  for  Keeler's  proposal. 

The  discussion  returned  to  the  review  of  the  Symphony  proposal. 
Commissioner  Kirk  remarked  that  old-time  POPS  patrons  would  be 
disappointed,  but  the  Symphony's  proposal  would  expand  the  audience  by 
going  to  the  neighborhood  cultural  centers. 

Newirth  noted  that  we  were  seeking  a  win/  win  situation  and  that  we  wanted 
continued  good  working  relations  with  the  Symphony. 

Commissioner  Keeler  felt  that  after  building  an  audience  the  POPS  should 
return  to  Civic.  Commissioner  Kirk  didn't  think  the  Symphony  would  ever 
want  to  move  back  to  Civic  for  the  reasons  stated  earlier. 

Newirth  suggested  that  we  had  made  a  big  step  forward  with  the  Symphony  in 
that  they  agreed  that  building  a  more  diverse  audience  for  the  POPS  was  a  goal 
that  we  all  shared.  The  proposal  provided  for  performances  (along  with 
commentary  by  Emil  de  Cou  at  each  of  the  cultural  centers)  which  represented  a 
big  step  forward. 

Commissioner  Rogers  asked  about  accessibility  to  POPS  concerts  for  children, 
noting  that  all  concerts  were  at  night  except  for  the  free  concert. 

Commissioner  Keeler  suggested  a  movie  night  at  7  pm  that  would  be  early 
enough  for  many  children. 

Newirth  said  that  in  addition  to  the  free  concert  and  open  rehearsal  he  would 
negotiate  for  extensive  advertising. 


Commission  Keeler  noted  that  we  should  request  that  Stern  Grove  have  all  of  the 
benches  out  and  available  for  the  free  concert. 


Commissioner  Keeler:  Motion  to  approve  entering  into  contract  with  the  San 
Francisco  Symphony  for  the  1996  POPS  series  with  the  following  conditions: 

-All  conditions  are  met  as  expressed  in  Peter  Pastreich's  letter  of  January 
24  th  to  Rich  Newirth. 

-In  addition  to  the  points  outlined  in  the  letter,  the  commissioners  would 
like  the  Symphony  to:  widely  advertise  the  POPS  series,  especially  in  ethnic 
papers  and  neighborhoods;  in  all  printed  materials  and  signage  the  Art 
Commission  will  appear  as,  "San  Francisco  Art  Commission;"  efforts  will  be 
made  to  accommodate  children  by  requesting  an  early  movie  night;  and,  if 
possible  a  banner  across  19th  Avenue  be  erected  to  advertise  the  concert. 

All  in  favor.

Dear  Rich: 

Thank  you  for  taking  the  time  to  meet  with  me  about  the  POPS  and  for  the  time  you  have 
spent  with  John  Kieser.  I  would  like  to  confirm  what  you  and  John  discussed,  which  we 
believe  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  and  the  San  Francisco 
Symphony; 

1 .  The  Symphony  would  continue  to  produce  the  Art  Commission  /  San  Francisco 
Symphony  Pops  concerts  at  Davies  Symphony  Hall  in  much  the  same  way  it  has 
over  the  past  two  summers.  The  actual  numbers  of  concerts  may  vary,  but  the  Art 
Commission  would  have  visibility  similar  to  what  it  had  in  the  past. 

2.  All  conditions  of  the  agreement  between  the  Art  Commission  and  the  Symphony  for 
the  1995  Pops,  including  all  financial  conditions,  would  remain  the  same  for  1996. 

3.  The  free  concert  would  be  given  at  Stem  Grove  on  June  30th  at  2:00  p.m.  with 
Michael  Tilson  Thomas  conducting,  This  concert  would  be  a  cooperative  venture  of 
the  Art  Commission,  San  Francisco  Symphony,  Stern  Grove  Festival  and 
Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks.  We  assure  the  Commission  that  it  would  be 
the  prominent,  agency  in  terms  of  recognition. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  above  we  woutd  also  offer  the  following  free-to-the-public  events: 

a.  One  open  rehearsal  during  the  Pops, 

b.  One  visit  by  a  Symphony  ensemble  to  each  of  the  Neighborhood  An  Centers 
to  give  a  workshop  presented  by  Emil  de  Cou,  and 

c.  We  will  make  our  best  efforts  to  have  a  name  guest  artist  visit  one  of  the 
Centers. 

The  Symphony  would  publicize  these  free  public  events. 

One  of  the  central  issues  of  our  discussion  was  whether  the  Pops  should  return  to  Bill 
Graham  Civic  Auditorium  or  remain  in  Davies  Symphony  Hall.  We  believe  that  the  Pops 
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will  work  better,  and  better  serve  the  public,  in  Davies  Symphony  Hall,  where  we  will  be 
able  to  do  more  diverse  programming  and  take  bigger  risks.  Our  Music  Director  and  the 
Orchestra,  through  its  Musical  Advisory  Committee,  have  strongly  expressed  their 
preference  for  performing  the  Pops  in  Davies  Symphony  Hall,  and  made  clear  to  us  that 
they  do  not  consider  Civic  to  be  artistically  acceptable. 

Our  records  and  surveys  indicate  that  Davies  Symphony  Hall  is  drawing  a  younger  and 
more  diverse  crowd.  Last  summer,  30%  of  the  people  who  came  to  Pops  were  new  not 
only  to  the  Symphony  but  also  to  Davies.  Further,  customer  satisfaction  and  their 
perception  of  the  Pops  as  being  quality  entertainment  is  higher  now  than  it  ever  was  in 
Civic 

We  realize  that  Bill  Graham  Civic  Auditorium  has  the  advantage  of  greater  informality, 
larger  capacity,  and  lower  ticket  prices.  We  are  determined,  in  1996,  to  make  tickets  at 
Davies  Symphony  Hall  more  accessible  for  everybody  by  expanding  our  program  of  half- 
price  senior  rush  tickets  and  community  group  sales. 

We  have  found  that  Civic  Auditorium  is  an  awkward  size  -  too  small  for  the  big  names  Lti 
the  entertainment  field,  and  too  big  for  a  lot  of  the  shows  that  we  now  book.  An  event 
attracting  2,500  patrons  appears  a  failure  in  Civic  to  artists,  public  and  presenters,  the 
same  event  in  Davies  is  considered  successful  by  all. 

Finally,  Civic  is  considerably  more  expensive  than  Davies  to  use,  and  if  we  were  to  return 
to  Civic  we  would  have  to  re-examine  the  financial  conditions  of  our  agreement. 

We  appreciate  your  and  the  Commission's  consideration  of  this  proposal.  It  would  be 
extremely  helpful  if  we  could  reach  agreement  by  January  3 1,  in  order  to  assure  that  the 
Symphony  and  Stern  Grove  can  remain  within  their  schedules  for  planning,  engaging 
artists  and  promoting  this  summer's  activities.  If  you  have  any  questions,  Richard  Early, 
John  or  I  would  be  happy  to  talk  with  you.

Some  of  the  ideas  that  were  mentioned  included  extending  the  June 
festival  into  July  to  include  POPS  programming;  considering  the  model  of  the  LA 
Philharmonic  and  the  Hollywood  Bowl  with  orchestral  programs  during  the  week 
and  guest  artists  on  the  weekends;  as  well  as  analyzing  the  financials  to  consider 
the  feasibility  of  going  back  to  Civic. 


The  committee  was  pleased  that  the  SFS  planned  to  analyze  the  situation 
and  report  back  to  us  at  our  September  meeting.

1.  Discussion  regarding  Making  Waves,  Music  Day  1997. 


Toni  Haftner  presented  the  budget  regarding  the  1997  Making  Waves  which  will 
fall  on  a  Saturday  this  year.  Commissioner  Gatti  said  that  the  Commission  was 
very  interesting  in  taking  on  Making  Waves  this  year  but  was  not  able  to  allocate 
more  funds  than  had  been  committed  in  the  past.  There  was  much  discussion 
regarding  fundraising  for  the  event.  Rich  Newirth  agreed  to  contact  Ulrich  Sacker 
to  see  if  he  would  be  willing  to  assist  with  the  fundraising.  Nancy  Gonchar  agreed 
to  look  into  a  likely  fiscal  sponsor.  Willis  Kirk  thought  that  he  might  be  able  to 
arrange  for  a  few  workstudy  students  from  City  College  to  help  with  administrative 
tasks,  and  that  he  would  approach  some  community  banks  to  sponsor  the  event. 
In  response  to  Toni  Haftner's  question  regarding  the  Art  Commission's 
sponsorship  of  the  event,  Rich  Newirth  and  Nancy  Gonchar  responded  that  the 
Art  Commission  would  provide  oversight,  fundraising,  and  contract  with  Toni 
Haftner  to  direct  the  event  and  a  fiscal  sponsor  to  handle  the  finances  of  the 
event.  Newirth  and  Gonchar  agreed  to  try  and  assess  the  fundraising  picture  by 
the  full  commission  meeting  on  January  6th.  Commissioner  Gatti  was  confident 
that  he  could  raise  funds  for  the  event.  Commissioners  Gatti  and  Kirk  will  report 
on  the  discussion  at  the  full  commissioner  meeting  and  will  make  a 
recommendation.

Commissioner  Kirk  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:00  p.m.

1.  Discussion  regarding  San  Francisco  Symphony  proposal  for  the  1997 
Summer  Concert  Series. 

Peter  Pastreich  along  with  members  of  his  staff;  John  Kieser,  Greg 
Gleasner,  Patty  Gessner  were  present  to  discuss  the  Symphony's  proposal 
regarding  the  1997  Pops  series.  Peter  Pastreich  presented  the  proposal  and  the 
idea  to  change  the  series  from  a  predominately  Pops  program  to  a  broader  program 
called  "Summer  in  the  City"  with  Michael  Tilson  Thomas  conducting  both  the 
opening  night  concert  and  the  free  outdoor  concert.  The  three  series  proposed  are: 
Thursday  evenings,  The  Best  of  the  Classics,  Friday  evenings,  Broadway, 
Hollywood,  and  the  Circus,  and  the  Saturday  series,  Divas  and  all  that  Jazz.  The 
outdoor  concert  would  be  held  on  July  4th  weekend  either  Saturday,  July  5th  or 
Sunday,  July  6th  at  either  Stern  Grove  or  Sharon  Meadow  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  Mr. 
Pastreich  also  explained  that  the  Symphony  had  investigated  the  possibility  of 
returning  to  Civic  Auditorium  and  had  hired  Tom  Mendenhall,  an  event  management 
consultant  to  analyze  the  feasibility  of  returning  to  Civic.  He  recommended  Davies 
as  the  more  economical  choice,  estimating  that  the  costs  in  Civic  would  almost 
double  what  it  would  cost  to  produce  the  series  in  Davies.  Mr.  Pastreich  also 
explained  that  many  guests  artists  expressed  a  preference  for  Davies  and  many  said 
that  they  would  not  perform  in  Civic  due  to  the  inferior  acoustics. 

Commissioner  Kirk  thanked  the  Symphony  for  their  thoughtful  proposal  but 
expressed  his  reservations  about  a  number  of  aspects.  He  expressed  the 
Commission's  overall  disappointment  with  last  year's  Pops  series  especially  in 
regards  to  the  lack  of  diversity.  In  assessing  the  Symphony's  current  proposal  he  did 
not  see  much  improvement  regarding  diversity  and  felt  that  the  program  was  very 
similar  to  previous  years.  He  didn't  think  that  this  type  of  program  would  attract  a 
different  audience  to  the  Pops.  He  was  also  concerned  that  there  was  no  mention  of 
free  concerts  at  the  Cultural  Centers.  Commissioner  Lisac  agreed  and  was  also  very 
concerned  with  building  different  audiences  through  diverse  programs.  Mr.  Pastriech 
responded  that  their  approach  to  diversity  would  include  particular  guest  artists  such 
as  Betty  Buckley,  George  Benson  and  Gladys  Knight.  In  regards  to  the  Cultural 
Centers,  Mr.  Pastreich  was  concerned  with  problems  with  CAAAC  last  year.  Mr. 
Kieser  talked  about  the  success  of  the  concert  at  the  Chinese  Community  Art  Center 
and  that  the  Symphony  would  be  willing  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  similar  concerts 
only  at  those  Cultural  Centers  that  were  reaily  interested.  Commissioner  Kirk  asked 
the  Symphony  to  pursue  artists  who  could  have  charts  written  to  work  with  the  SFS.

The  Commissioners  requested  that  the  Symphony  return  in  mid-March  when 
the  program  is  more  finalized.  The  Commissioners  agreed  to  return  to  Davies  based 
on  the  Symphony's  recommendations  and  had  no  particular  preference  of  Stern 
Grove  or  Sharon  Meadows  for  the  venue  of  the  free  concert,  or  whether  it  occurred 
on  Saturday  or  Sunday.  The  Symphony  currently  has  a  hold  on  Sharon  Meadow  for 
July  5th. 

Commissioner  Lisac  would  like  the  Symphony  to  investigate  the  Presidio  for 
future  years  as  a  site  for  the  free  concert. 

2.  Discussion  regarding  Making  Waves,  Music  Day  1997. 

Toni  Haftner,  coordinator  for  Making  Waves  discussed  a  number  of  ideas 
that  she  is  considering  regarding  this  year's  Making  Waves  festival  and  asked  for 
Commissioner  input.  She  discussed  the  idea  of  closing  Market  Street  to  traffic  and 
promoting  a  day  without  cars.  Rich  Newirth  discussed  the  bureaucratic  complexity 
and  probable  high  cost  of  such  a  proposal,  though  considered  it  an  idea  worth 
pursuing.  Commissioner  Lisac  suggested  that  since  the  San  Francisco  Bike 
Coalition  suggested  the  idea  that  she  ask  them  to  see  if  they  could  make  it  happen. 
Ms.  Haftner  explained  that  she  was  not  having  much  success  convincing  Gannett  to 
make  advertising  space  available  for  Making  Waves.  Nancy  Gonchar  said  that  she 
would  approach  Lew  Lillian  from  Gannett.  The  revised  budget  presented  by  Ms. 
Haftner  was  discussed  and  the  Commissioners  expressed  concern  about  the 
increase  of  $13,1 14.  Ms.  Haftner  explained  that  the  additional  amount  includes 
expenses  for  items  that  we  donated  last  year  and  might  not  be  available  through 
donations  this  year.  The  Commission  will  assess  the  funding  situation  and  determine 
with  Ms.  Haftner  a  realistic  budget  as  soon  as  possible.  The  San  Francisco 
Foundation  and  the  Osher  Foundation  will  be  approached  regarding  possible  funding 
of  Making  Waves.  Ms.  Haftner  also  reported  on  her  idea  to  construct  small  stages 
that  could  be  stored  for  future  festivals  using  recycled  building  materials  from 
Building  Resources.  The  stages  will  be  constructed  by  city  youth  with  the 
supervision  of  local  artists  and  carpenters.  Ms.  Haftner  will  apply  for  a  grant  of 
$5,000  to  Materials  for  the  Future  to  fund  this  project.  The  Commissioners  thought 
that  this  was  a  great  idea. 

Nancy  Gonchar  reported  that  she  is  working  on  a  contract  with  World  Arts 
West  who  will  serve  as  the  fiscal  sponsor  for  Making  Waves.  She  will  also  contact 
John  Kreidler  regarding  possible  funding  for  the  festival.
